Crowd Watches Powell 
Field Marker Unveiled

POWELL—A crowd filled the lobby and part of 


the behind-the-counter area of the Powell State 
Bank Sunday at 2 p.m. to witness the dedication 
of a Texas State Historical marker com- 
memorating the Powell Oil Field. 


The Field was the site of the gusher strike, 


made Jan. 7,1923, on the Warren and Blackshear 
Burke lease. 


After the invocation by banker Harrison Sloan 


and 
an introduction by Navarro County 


Historical Survey Committee Chairman Arthur 
Patrick, Jr., the program was turned over to 
Paul Moore—a reporter for The Daily Sun during 
the Powell oil boom. 


Moore recalled his first visit to the Burke well, 


saying he and former Daily Sun Editor, A.A. 
Wortham; Managing Editor, L.A. Wortham, and 
Mrs. L.A. Wortham rode to the stene of the 
Powell well in a Hudson Super Six touring car on 
the afternoon of the well's discovery. 


Moore said one of his outstanding memories is 


of "corduroy road" leading into the oil fields. 
The road was built by tying logs together 
crosswise, creating one of the bumpiest surfaces 
imaginable. Moore told the crowd, "Your travel 
education is not complete unless you have ridden 
in a Model T over such a road. 


Moore spoke of the devastating fire at the 


Hughes-McKie No. 1 well on Chambers creek, 
recalling the loss of lives and resources, and 
adding "Livestock and poultry on nearby farms 
and ranches gazed at the huge torches at night, 
losing sleep and weight." 


In closing, Moore saluted Powell residents of 


50 years ago and their descendants, including 
"the Burkes, Sloans, Jacksons, Rents, Gankses, 
Emersons, Carters, Elletts, Kenners, Christians, 
Harrisons, Bancrofts, Brays, Prices, Wilsons, 
Breithaupts, 
Warrens, 
Richeys, 
Green 


Springf ields, Stephensons, Brookses, Lenons and 
others." 


Moore said, "It is fitting the marker is between 


the Cotton Belt railroad and the four-lane High- 
way 31 across from the Powell State Bank, the 
center of the community, visible from the main 
travel and shipping arteries." 


The dedication concluded with the unveiling of 


the historical marker—inside the Powell Bank, 
due to the weather—by Paul J. Sloan. The 
marker- i memory of "Mr. and Mrs. J.H. 
Burke ai.u W.H. Warren" was sponsored by the 
Paul Sloans.

Rice To Use Revenue 


Funds for Streets

RICE—Rice Mayor Ron Cavender and three coun- 


cilmen—Richard Perry, Ernest Reynolds and G.H. 
Ware—met Thursday night to plan the use of the City's 
share of the Revenue Sharing plan, decide where and how 
many street lights need to be added and tend other city 
business. 


Mayor Cavender announced to the Council that Rice has 


recieved $228 through the Revenue Sharing Plan. The 
Council agreed unanimously that the money should be 
used for making street repairs, and Mayor Cavender said 
he will check on the price of gravel to be used for the work. 


Consideration was bien to using additional city money 


for street maintenance if the Revenue Sharing money will 
not cover all needed work. The Council agreed to solicit 
the use of a County road grader to smooth the gravel. 


The Rice Council decided to follow the suggestion of 


Mayor Cavender to survey the need for adding street 
lights to the town and decide at the next regular meeting 
how many and where the lights are needed. Cavender said 
he will find out what the lights will cost. 


The Council discussed briefly the possibility of buying 


new street signs. Cavender suggested volunteer labor to 
place sign posts if and when the signs are purchased. 


The wuestion was raised by the Council of whether Rice 


City Marshal Grady McCall can remain the City's mar- 
shal after taking a position as a Navarro County deputy. 
No one present knew if it is legal for the deputy to hold 
both jobs. 


The Council voted to pay all of the city's monthly bills, 


the amount of which was not announced. 


The City Council Election was discussed briefly. Mayor 


Cavender said he thinks the election will be in early April, 
when Councilmen Dow Mahaley, and Ernest Reynolds 
and the Mayor will be up for re-election. Serving un- 
finished terms will be G.G. Ware, Richard Perry and J.K. 
Bradley.

Mustang Park 
Owner Charged 
With Pollution 


A complaint charging Harold 


McElhenny 
of Angus 
with 


violation of health laws has been 
filed by City-County Health 
Department Sanitarian John 
Whittle 
concerning 
alleged 


pollution by Mustang Trailer 
Park of a nearby creek, ac- 
cording to District Attorney 
Jimmy Morris. 


Whittle filed the complaint with 


Peace Justice W.H. Tipton 
charging that on or about Oct. 6, 
1972, McElhenny (owner of 
Mustang 
Trailer 
Park) 


unlawfully permitted human 
excreta generated from the 
trailer park to "pollute the 
surface of the soil, create a 
nuisance and a health hazar..." 


Morris said the charge against 


McElhenny is a misdemeanor, 
but each day the violation con- 
tinues is subject to a separate 
charge being filed. Fines for the 
violation may vary from $10 to 
$100 on each charge, he said. 


Newly-elected County Judge 


Rob Dunn said he will disqualify 
himself from presiding in the 
case because he helped build the 
case in his previous capacity as 
assistant to the District Attorney. 


Dunn said the charge against 


McElhenny is based on statutes 
which provide that "All human 
excreta in populous areas must 
be disposed of through properly 
managed sewers, treatment 
tanks, chemical toilets, approved 
privies, or by other methods 
approved the the State Depart- 
ment of Health. The disposal 
system shall be sufficient to 
prevent the pollution of surface 
soil, the contamination of any 
drinking water supply, the in- 
fection of any flies, cockroaches, 
or the creation of any other 
nuisance." 


Another statute noted by Judge 


Dunn requires that "all effluent 
from septic tanks...shall be 
disposed of through a substance 
drainage field designed in ac- 
cordance with good public health 
engineering practice or any other 
method which does not create a 
nuisance." 


Whittle said this morning the 


complaint was filed because the 
sewage system allows human 
waste material to collect on top of 
the ground. He said sewage goes 
into a stream supplying Grape 
Creek. During periods of rain, 
Grape Creek flows into Richland 
Creek which, in turn, flows into 
the Trinity River. 


Whittle noted that McElhenny 


has apparently made "very 
little" effort to do anything to 
correct the sewage problem.

Check Less than Expected 


Corsicana Monday received its federal revenue sharing check 


for the final six months of 1972, a sum less than anticipated, City 
Manager Jack Russell said. 


Today's check was in the amount of $117,820; the first check 


covering the first six months of 1972 had been $122,785. 


Corsicana had adopted the required revenue sharing budget 


projecting anticipated receipts of $245,570 on the expectation 
that the second half's check would be a comparable amount. 


City Manager Russell said a letter accompanying Monday's 


check explained the federal government had withheld 5 per cent 
from the final six months' check "to establish a reserve to 
facilitate future adjustments" on additional funds the City can 
expect to receive under the program. The letter also noted that 
one per cent had been withheld from the first check for the same 
reason. 


"There is no need to revise the revenue sharing budget we just 


adopted; it was just a guideline anyway to show what we ex- 
pected to get and how it would be spent. We will just spend less 
money than we projected," City Manager Russell said. 


In adopting the revenue sharing budget Jan. 2, the City 


specified the major portion of the funds would be utilized for 
street maintenance plus $10,000 for park improvements.

FAIRFIELD - Concern about 


a growing trash dump problem 
was voiced and echoed during the 
Fairfield City Council meeting at 
City Hall Tuesday night, but 
official action on a possible 
solution was delayed until the 
next Council meeting.

dump problem by asking whether 
anyone had visited the dump area 
lately. Immediately, Councilman 
Billy Jim Day remarked that 
"it's a shame" that people do not 
dump trash at the proper dump 
.hole rather than out on the 
ground where it sometimes 
blocks other people from dum- 
ping in the dump hole. 


One of the big problems at the 


city's dump site, Reed com- 
mented, "is that people from all 
over the (Freestone) County" are 
hauling their trash to the dump. 
He said it may be necessary for 
Council members to talk with 
County Commissiones to get help 
in solving the problem. 


The Council members quickly 


agreed that it is not economically 
feasible to hire someone to 
supervise the dumping. Other 
suggestions included: using some 
of the Federal Revenue Sharing 
funds to get a better dump 
system; locking the diun-site 
gates and letting people gt. the 
key at City Hall when they wish to 
dump; and moving the dumpsite 
gate to the back of the Ed Bonner 
property corner and locking it at 
that 
point.

discussion. Reed said he would 
make some inquiries on the 
feasibility of moving the gate and 
report his findings at the next 
mooting.

Icy Storm Threatens State's Industry 


By The Associated Press 


The severe winter storm that 


held Texas in its grip today 
was beginning to threaten the 
state's industrial activity and 
even some public services as 


companies curtailed sup- 


plies. 


The curtailments were due 


not to the lack of natural gas, 
but to the limited pipeline facil- 
ities hard pressed to meet in- 
creased demands brought on by 
cold weather. 


In several Texas cities indus- 


trial firms turned to fuel oil for 
electric power. 


Schools and universities ex- 


tended holiday vacations and 
even some hospitals were re- 
ported using fuel oil although 
gas companies said that hospi- 
tals and private homes would 
continue to receive their regu- 
lar gas supply. 


"There is no question that the 


problem is statewide/' said a 
spokesman for the Texas Rail- 
road Commission in Austin, 
which regulates oil and gas 
pipelines. 


Curtailment 
to 
municipal 


power generators and business 
firms ranged from 50 to 100 per 


cent. 


One of the hardest hit areas 


was Austin where the Un- 
iversity of Texas extended its 
semester break until Jan. 23 
because natural gas was cut off 
to 31 buildings on the Austin 
campus.

power and citizens were urged 
to reduce electric c 
>• 


Austin city officials said a 


large plant which handles 50 
per cent of the demand in the 
city had enough fuel for only 
two or three days and another

dicted at least two more days 
of cold weather. 


San Antonio generators also 


switched to fuel oil for the sixth 
time this winter. 


Both Austin and San Antonio 


are served by Coastal Gas Pro- 
ducing Co. 


In Greenville, Lone Star Gas 


Co. stopped the flow of natural 
gas to the city's electric power 
plant, now operating on fuel oil. 


The plant has had supply cur- 


tailed by as much as 63 per 
cent since Nov. 13. 


A spokesman for the city said 


there is enough fuel oil for two 
days at the plant, and an addi- 
tional 15-day reserve at the 
city's tank outside Greenville. 


The hospital's generators are 


also running on fuel oil. 


In the Panhandle and the 


South Plains, Pioneer Natural 
Gas Co. reduced supplies to oil 
mills, cotton compressors and 
meat packing plants. 


Lubbock reported a five-day 


supply of fuel oil for its gener- 
ators with a new shipment ex- 
pected late Tuesday night. 


Louisiana, Mississippi 
Factories Affected

Louisiana and Mississippi were shutting down or 
curtailing operations on a temporary basis today so 
that residents and commercial firms could be assured 
of enough natural gas for the current cold spell.

Gas Pipeline Co. and Mid Louisiana Natural Gas Co. 


Shutting down operations were such firms as the

Much is written and said 


about managing the child who 
is below average in perfor- 
mance. There are special 
schools and special projects 
for the child who can't learn 
well. There are federal and 
state funds throughout the 
country for children who are 
disadvantaged, brain dam- 
aged, and slow to learn for 
other reasons. 


But very little is done for 


the child who is above aver- 
age in intelligence. 


Indeed, there are few places 


to ask for help with the gifted 
child. Yet it has been esti- 
mated that there are more 
than 2 million such gifted chil- 
dren in this country and per- 
haps 100,000 with' unlimited 
academic potential. There 
have been occasional studies 
on gifted children by teach- 
ers' colleges and the U.S. 
Public Health Service, The 
National Education Associa- 
tion is interested in the prob- 


lems of finding and training 
the children who will learn 
most easily. 


Somehow, gifted 
children 


are shunted aside in the edu- 
cational system. They go 
through school easily and 
usually cause little difficulty. 
So they are left to shift for 
themselves. 


But all too often they do not 


achieve up to their ability be- 
cause of lack of challenge. 
Sometimes, too, they get into 
trouble because they have too 
little to do with their time. But

ents of a gifted child to look 
for help with this problem. 


The problem of the gifted

Police said Essex was wear- 


ing military fatigue pants witli 
baggy pockets to carry shells. 


Bemish. a guest at the hotel, 


declared: "The man who shot 
me had on a light tan jacket 
and brown slacks." 


Newsmen recalled a black 


policeman asking fellow offi- 
cers during the siege whether 
tliey had seen a heavy-set black 
juan walking with him through 
the hotel who had "just dis- 
appeared."

When Essex left the Navy 


nearly three years ago after 
serving 13 months he came 
home "hating white folks," the 
Rev. Mr. Chambers added. 


Essex, 23, was identified as 


the young sniper killed by po- 
lice Sunday in the bizarre New 
Orleans hotel shooting spree 
which left six other persons 
dead and 17 injured. 


Authorities in New Orleans 


are not certain whether Essex 
acted alone or if more than one 
sniper was involved. 


Merle Hayes, the police chief 


in this city 
of 19,000, said 


Tuesday that "we have no evi- 
dence to support" speculation 
that Essex was associated with 
militant groups. 


John Collier, one of Essex' 


friends who went with him to 
New Orleans about six months 
ago, agreed. Asked if Essex 
was a member of the Black 
Muslims, Collier said: 


"No. I know he wasn't associ- 


ated with them. He didn't be- 
lieve in them." 


Collier said he returned to 


Kansas City, but Essex found a 
job and remained in New Or- 
leans. 


Chief Hayes said Essex had 


only two minor traffic viola- 
tions on his record in Emporia. 
He had another speeding viola- 
lion in Pittsburg, where he at- 
tended Kansas State Teachers 
College for one .semester before 
entering the Navy. 


The Rev. Mr. 
Chambers, 


speaking from a Topeka hospi- 
tal where he is a patient, said 
he tried to work with Essex on 
his new-found hatred lor whites 
when he returned home from 
the Navy. 


The Rev. Mr. Chambers said 


"His mother tried to talk to 
him, 
too, but he just wouldn't 


listen.

despite an antagonistic congress, 
manages to cut federal spending 
by a called-for $3 billion or $4 
billion, the amount is only two per 
cent of the federal budget and 
such a cut cannot have a major 
effect on the economy.
